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All new SGA faces 
possibility of all new name

On April 10th, 1991, at 
9:11pm, Student Government 
President Tom Winston, called 
the 1990-91 SGA to order for 
the last time. The agenda for 
the evening included the swear¬ 
ing in of the new Executive 
board, discussion of the Gover¬ 
nance committee’s decision, the 
creation of a voter registration 
committee, and an update on 
the current budget woes facing 
the University. 

Starting off the President’s 
report a ULowell student. Bob 
White, made a presentation 
about voter registration for the 
next year. White said that “This 
year’s registration was very 
good, the number of people reg¬ 
istered was proportional to the 
other colleges and universities 
in the state. Because of the peo¬ 
ple registered, we helped make 
ourselves known to the politi¬ 
cians as voters.” White asked 
that a committee be formed so 
we could have more people reg¬ 
istered for the next year. 

White’s proposal is designed 
to form a committee made up of 
an over all coordinator (formal¬ 
ly endorsed by both the SGA 
and the RHA), one SGA mem¬ 
ber, one RHA member, one 
Assistant Resident Director and 
one MassPIRG member. Each 
committee member will then 
select three students to also 
serve on the committee. Final 
drive plans will be presented to 
other state college campuses by 
the SGA President and Student 
Trustee and a meeting will be 
held of all campus leaders prior 
to September. To further pro¬ 
mote the drive, it will be adver¬ 
tised in the Connector and 


freshmen will be addressed dur¬ 
ing the Orientation weekend in 
the beginning of September. 
The main idea will be to stress 
the importance of forming a 
voting block among college stu¬ 
dents. The registration drive 
will take place during the labor 
day weekend orientation period 
and the first week of school to 
register all other students. 

Winston then spoke about 
this year’s election. He felt 
there was a lot of controversy 
but he hoped everyone would 
now put aside their differences 
so we could make this school as 
good as it could be. 

In the Trustee’s Report, Stu¬ 
dent Trustee Patrick Demers, 
apologized for his recent 
absences. He was busy attend¬ 
ing Trustee’s meetings concern¬ 
ing the new University System. 
The proposed University Sys¬ 
tem would put all the universi¬ 
ties together and would hope¬ 
fully put some distance between 
us and other colleges in regards 
to receiving funding . The name 
change for our school would be 
from the University of Lowell 
to the University of Mas¬ 
sachusetts at Lowell. It is sus¬ 
pected this would only be 
superficial change but because 
everything changes on a week 
to week basis so there is no 
surety about what could happen. 

Demers went on to say that 
because of a decline in the stu¬ 
dent population, downsizing the 
university is needed. Demers 
informed the SGA that the

On Friday, April 13 at lam 
a fire broke out on the third 
floor of Bourgeois Hall. The 
Lowell fire department respond¬ 
ed along with campus police 
and the residents were evacuat¬ 
ed from the building.

ULowell Libraries left lacking

The funding for the ULowell 
Libraries has steadily decreased 
over the last five years. These 
cuts in funding have been dev¬ 
astating to both the libraries and 
University as a whole. They 
have left Massachusetts last in 
the country in spending for 
library costs in public higher 
education. 

The ULowell Libraries 
receive allocations from both 
the State Educational Reference 
Material Allocations. The state 
distributes this allocation 
among the 29 Massachusetts 
colleges and universities. This 
year ULowell Libraries will 
receive $385,000 (10% of the 
total allocation) down from 
$1,420,000 from five years ago. 

The ULowell Libraries also 
receive money from the office 
of Academic Affairs. This inter¬ 
nal allocation comes from stu¬ 
dent fees, research overhead 
and reverted tuition. 

This year they will only be 
able to purchase 1,400 new 
books, down 89% from 1987. 
Two major causes for the 
decline in the number of books 
being purchased are, reductions 
in state funding and a realloca¬ 
tion of book money to buy peri¬ 


odicals and serials. Dr. Ben 
Franckowiak said “As the peri¬ 
odicals have inflated we’ve had 
to use more and more of what 
was the book budget to pay 
periodical bills.” 

Francowiak feels it is difficult 
to stop and start buying periodi¬ 
cals and serials because they are 
long term commitments. 
Franckowiak said “When you 
have periodicals you want to 
keep them for a number of years 
and use them as resources for 
research.” 

The ULowell Libraries have 
about twenty-two books per stu¬ 
dents while the libraries of other 
state schools stock over forty 
books per student. Franckowiak 
said “The libraries’ collection is 
rather small compared to the 
number of students enrolled.” 
Compared with other public 
doctoral granting university, 
ULowell has only half the 
amount of books per student. 
Additionally the periodical and 
serial collections are approxi¬ 
mately 20% of the size of simi¬ 
lar institutions. 

ULowell has a ratio of 732 
students per support staff while 
other New England Universities 
have an average of 219. One 
reason for this high ratio is the 


gradual attrition of library staff 
over the last two years. At 
ULowell there are vacancies for 
five professional librarians and 
five support staff. Franckowiak 
said that “Among other things, 
reduction of library hours will 
need to be made if needed sup¬ 
port staff are not gotten.” Cur¬ 
rently part-time students are 
being used to fill open positions 
so that the libraries can remain 
open nights or weekends. 

In September 1987, the New 
England Association of Schools 
and Colleges recommended that 
ULowell “Continue to develop 
library support, especially peri¬ 
odicals, for graduate programs. 
Increase support staff for facul¬ 
ty and administration, particu¬ 
larly, but not limited to the 
library , student services and 
graduate education.” Since that 
time, library funding has been 
cut $1,035,000 making it nearly 
impossible to develop or even 
maintain. 

Franckowiak said “There is a 
desperate need to upgrade the 
libraries at the university which

CPS - At least a dozen more campuses announced they would 
have to eliminate courses, enlarge class sizes, raise tuition and 
take other measures to cope with money problems brought on 
by the recession gripping the nation. 

In Oregon, for example, Linn-Benton Community College 
announced it would eliminate campus mail service next year to 
save money, while Arizona’s Pima Community College 
trustees said they may have to raise tuition almost 20 percent 
while cutting the number of course sessions. 

Ohio’s state campuses will have to cut library hours and 
close out course selections, Ohio Board of Regents Chancellor 
Elaine Hairston added in legislative testimony March 21. 

Yale University dropped its popular “Study of the City’’ 
course, while the University of Pennsylvania said it would 
have to lay off 300 people. In New Jersey, Rutgers University 
threatened to impose a wage freeze and a 9 percent tuition hike 
for next year. 


CPS - The series of campus murders grew longer March 20 
when Paula Soto, 19, a student at Lehman College in New 
York, was shot and killed by a small-caliber stray bullet while 
playing softball on a campus field. 

Six execution-style slayings within two weeks near the cam¬ 
pus, meanwhile, have frightened students a the California State 
University at Sacramento. 

In late February, a Purdue University employee shot and 
killed Barbara A. Clark, 41, a campus service supervisor, while 
she sat at her desk. 


have been stunted in their 
development as a result of the 
long-term underfunding of this 
institution.’’ He also comment¬ 
ed that with our current level of 
funding it would be very hard 
to make a good presentation to 
an accreditation board 

In a survey conducted by the 
ULowell Library, 109 of the 
310 faculty members who 
responded to the survey said 
that they do not use the libraries 
often because it does not con¬ 
tain the needed materials. Also 
over 1/2 of the responses rated 
ULowell libraries as poor or 
below average. 

According to Franckowiak, 
there are two things that need to 
be done to improve the quality 
of the ULowell libraries. There 
needs to be an increase in the 
book and periodical counts and 
an increase in library support 
staff.

Washington D.C. - College teachers’ salaries rose to an aver¬ 
age of $43,720 during the 1990-91 school year, a 5.4 percent 
increase, the American Association of University Professors 
(AAUP) reported March 28. 

At the top end of the scale, full professors made an average 
of $56,210 while instructors, at the bottom of the scale, aver¬ 
aged $26,090, the survey of salaries at 2,210 campuses found. 

After figuring in inflation, however, the raises were not 
enough to keep teachers’ buying power from declining 0.6 per¬ 
cent, the AAUP added. 


Washington D.C. - Lawyers for the U.S. Dept, of Education, 
which oversees most federal college programs, asked U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Judge Russell Clark April 1 to reconsider his ruling forc¬ 
ing Southwest Missouri State University officials to let the 
campus newspaper see local crime reports. 

While SMSU said it will not appeal the case, the Education 
Dept, argued that the 1974 Family Educational Rights and Pri¬ 
vacy Act meant revealing the names of crime suspects and vic¬ 
tims violated students’ privacy. 

Until Clark decides whether to reopen the case, the depart¬ 
ment is asking all campuses except SMSU to withhold crime 
name information from school reporters. 


'Discon, Ariz - The manufacturer of Trojan and Hercules con¬ 
doms has warned a University of Arizona student to stop sell¬ 
ing a condom-shaped computer dust cover - advertised as help¬ 
ing to “protect against viruses’’ - or risk a lawsuit for violating 
trademarks owned by Carter-Wallace, Inc. of New York. 

In a letter to UA student Nyles Bauer, the company threat¬ 
ened to sue if Bauer did stop selling the product, which caused 
“consumer confusion as to the source or origin of the product.’’ 

The project, Bauer told the Daily Wildcat, the campus paper, 
involved about 1,500 special “reservoir-tipped computer cov¬ 
ers that are a two-foot take-off on condom packages.’’ 

He said he plans to stop selling them as soon as he empties 
his inventory.

“Education Governor’’ Weld, 
originally proposed to cut $141 
million out of next year’s bud¬ 
get which would raise tuition 
substantially. The Trustees 
managed to talk Weld out of it 
and only raise tuition enough to 
make up the difference from the 
cuts. Demers said “The 
Trustee’s approved a tuition 
hike of up to $1300.’’ 

Scott Baetz, Interim Trea¬ 
surer, gave the FinCom report 
and stated that all financial 
obligations had been met and 
there was a balance of $500 left 
in the account. 

Secretary, Henry Lewis 
chair of the Governance com¬ 
mittee explained to the senate 
the problem with the candidacy 
of Rich Abreu. Governance 
first decided that Abreu was an 
eligible candidate for election. 
The governance committee met 
the next week and with some 
clarification on the rules it was 
decided that governance acted 
erroneously and they had to 
declare Abreu was ineligible 
for election for Student Trustee. 

Student Services discussed 
the Who’s Who banquet and 
told the senate that everything 
had gone well without any 
problems. 

After the committee reports, 
Tom Winston swore in Keith 
Neil as the new SGA president. 
New SGA president Keith Neil 
swore in the students who were 
elected to office. 

The Activities Commission 
(A.C.) told the senate that 
Spring Carnival plans were 
going well and the musical 
guest would be The Alarm. 
The A.C. mentioned that Low¬ 
ell citizens were worried about 
the behavior of students. If par¬ 
ties are not toned down there is 
a possibility that there might 
not be a Spring Carnival next 
year.

Unions still waiting to 
decide on action

On April 10th, the MTA met 
and discussed which actions to 
take to oppose Governor Weld’s 
furlough plan. After a heated 
discussion of possible solutions, 
an advisory ballot was taken. 
The results of the ballot were 
made clear at a closed union 
meeting that same night. 

The following day, April 11th, 
the Governor declared teachers 
to be ‘essential personnel’. This 
means they must work and can’t 
legally strike. 

Vice President of the teachers 
union at ULowell, Avalon 
Minton, said “ The Executive 
board will be meeting this week 
to discuss the lawsuit against 


the state for the furlough, and 
the general furlough issue will 
be discussed as well.” He con¬ 
tinued “ The feelings amongst 
faculty and staff seem to be that 
this is not the time for coordi¬ 
nated action.” 

Minton also stated that “The 
ballots gave a strong consensus 
that the union should do con¬ 
structive things to show what is 
happening to the staff, faculty, 
and library.” 

According to Minton “Right 
now there is no consensus on 
how far to take demonstration. 
It doesn’t look like there will be 
any boycotting of commence¬ 
ment exercises or holding back 
of grades.” 


International Relations 
Club continues to do well

At the Harvard Model Unit¬ 
ed Nations in Boston, MA, 
ULowell’s Model United 
Nations class was the second 
largest delegation of 122 
schools participating. ULowell 
received seven awards for 
research and presentational 
skills and was ranked in the top 
eight delegations. It was ranked 
first among all public schools in 
the country. 

The University of Lowell 
had its Model United Nations 
class represent three countries: 
Colombia, Mozambique, and 
Suriname. Each member of the 
class represented one of those 
three countries. Colombia had 
fifteen delegates, Mozambique 
had six, and Suriname had 
seven. 

Some committees represent¬ 
ed include arms and disarma¬ 


ment, social humanitarian, 
finance and the special political. 
Each committee consists of 
120-130 people, and all of these 
committees together make up 
the General Assembly. The 
Economic and Social Commit¬ 
tee and the Security Council, 
like the General Assembly, had 
approximately 700-800 people 
in each. 

ULowell’s Model UN class 
also participated in Washington, 
D.C. at the National Model of 
Arab States, where they repre¬ 
sented Syria. D.C.’s UN was 
smaller (only 25 schools) with 
each school representing a dif¬ 
ferent Arab country. All eight 
ULowell students who attended 
won awards. Charles H. Kelly 
III, was second-in-command to 
the Secretary General of the 
Model, the second-highest posi¬ 
tion in the real UN.

Brunelle hosts Kerouac tour of Lowell 


Five years ago Roger 
Brunelle of Lowell received a 
telephone call from Lavall Uni¬ 
versity in Quebec City telling 
him that a professor was plan¬ 
ning a “pilgrimage” to Lowell 
with his students. Brunelle was 
asked if he could lead the group 
through the Kerouac “shrines” 
of Lowell. Stunned, he said 
yes. The second question put to 
him was “Would you do it in 
French?” Boxed in, Brunelle 
said yes again. Puzzled by the 
word choice, he took the books 
off the shelf; not the Dharma 
Bums, not the Subterraneans , 
even less On the Road , but 
mostly Visions of Gerard , Doc¬ 
tor Sax and Maggie Cassidy , a 


trilogy of books written by Jack 
Kerouac about his childhood 
years in Centerville and his 
teenage years in the shadow of 
the Textile School in Pawtuck- 
etville and the gloomy halls of 
Lowell High School. 

Brunelle started to construct 
a literary tour of Lowell, 
based on the texts left behind by 
Jack Kerouac, who refers to his 
city as the “stinktown of stink- 
towns” in Maggie Cassidy. 
However, he found that Jack 
had written some very interest¬ 
ing descriptions of familiar 
places (shrines) in a town with 
which he had always kept a 
love/hate relationship!, even 
while he was on the road. 


Brunelle has given some fif¬ 
teen of these “literary” tours in 
the past few years. The last one 
was filled to capacity with near¬ 
ly half in their teens and early 
twenties. Brunelle is surprised 
by the interest in the 50’s “King 
of the Beats,” shown by the 
youth of the late 80’s and early 
90's.

Dolls to death

Demo review: Atomicaust “A 
Lot of Nothing” 

Atomicaust are talented. 
They are original. And they 
have been a force on the local 
metal scene since their excellent 
self-titled demo was released in 
1989. The team of Kevin Smith 
on vocals, Scott Foster and 
Tony Morales on guitar, Jeff 
Allard on drums and Pat Mac¬ 
Donald on bass has made a lot 
of waves on the underground of 
metal. But “A Lot of Nothing” 
leaves a lot to be desired. 

The first thing you’ll notice 
about “A Lot” is its cover. Not 
some cheesy demo cover, but a 
beautiful work of art that rivals 
major-label numbers. It might 
even lead you to believe that 
Atomicaust have been signed, 
but they haven’t. You might 
also wonder why they went to 
all the expense of making an 
impressive cover, especially 
since the average demo buyer 
would probably have preferred 
more music for the extra bucks 
instead of a nice cover. 

So can we judge this band by 
their cover? Well, play the tape 
and you will notice that certain 
passages most certainly could 
qualify as art. Like “Reach,” 
the almost-instrumental, truly 
inspirational piece used as both 
intro and outro to the title track. 
“From Shallows to Fathoms,” 
about the transition from child 
to adult, and “Intense on the 
Brain,” about drugs and the 
mysteries of life, also both have 


their high points. 

However, the production, 
although clear as a bell and pre¬ 
cise, lacks the bassy, in-your- 
face sound that 1989’s “Atomi¬ 
caust” blasted forth. Perhaps 
the change of producers, from 
Kevin and Eric Stevenson to 
Bruce Bennett, could be to 
blame, but whether it was pro¬ 
ducer or intentional it gives “A 
Lot of Nothing” a trebly, hollow 
mix. And Atomicaust’s stop- 
and-go, ever-changing style 
becomes somewhat annoying at 
times. You can count on having 
skillfully played songs that 
never stay the same for more 
than about ten seconds, but not 
all of the changes are well-tran¬ 
sitioned, with so many tempos 
and styles being tossed around 
that it can become hard to fol¬ 
low. Atomicaust’s songs are 
definitely not boring or repeti¬ 
tive, but I’ll take a solid, kick¬ 
ing groove over a stop-and-go 
sound anytime. The only song 
that keeps a beat for any length 
of time is “Polythene Pam,” the 
closing song, which is a decent, 
fun-sounding song that gives an 
upbeat ending to a somewhat 
disappointing release. And I 
don’t think “Polythene Pam” is 
a very serious song, but more of 
a humorous outtakes-type ditty. 

Atomicaust’s style is defi¬ 
nitely all their own, and I’m not 
sure if I like it. I guess “A Lot 
of Nothing” just goes to show 
that you can’t judge a band by 
their cover.

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Ballet Theater of Boston 
brings home the Nutcracker 


Ballet Theater of Boston 
has made arrangements with the 
Emerson Majestic Theater to 
present thirty performances of 
The Nutcracker to local and 
nearby audiences who might 
otherwise not be able to afford 
what is typically many people’s 
first experience of the ballet. 
The performances will run from 
December 9-30 and will include 
a number of special weekday 
matinees for groups of school 
children in Boston and the sur¬ 
rounding area. 

The engagement reinforces 
a unique relationship between 
the company and theater at a 
time when a shortage of appro¬ 
priate performance spaces and 
severe funding cutbacks are 
forcing many dance artists out 
of Boston. The three-week run 
in the theater district will also 
serve to bring a new level of 
visibility to Ballet Theater that 
will enable the young company 
to develop the audience it seeks 
for its regular spring seasons at 
the Majestic. 

Under the direction of 
Cuban-born Jose Mateo, Ballet 
Theater of Boston’s debut per¬ 
formance at the Emerson 
Majestic in May 1990 marked 
the first time in nearly ten years 
that a local ballet company had 
joined the Boston Ballet in the 
downtown theater district, and 
won the company the distinc¬ 
tion of being the only local 
group in the Boston Globe’s 
Ten Best in Dance for 1990. 
The company returned to the 
Emerson Majestic in March 
with From Mozart, a concert of 
new works by Mateo which also 
received high praise from all the 


media. The company was 
scheduled to present a second 
program (“To Stravinsky”) in 
May but recently announced 
that concert’s cancellation. 
Mateo explains that he made the 
decision to cancel the concert to 
ensure the company’s future 
and fiscal well-being. “In these 
difficult times of funding cut¬ 
backs, we are witnessing the 
collapse of many dance compa¬ 
nies across the country. Ballet 
Theater has been very ambi¬ 
tious in all its undertakings but 
we want to remain practical 
about the economic realities 
that are impacting us all.” 

Meanwhile, the company 
will continue to perform to out- 
of-town audiences with On the 
Edge, a concert of five reperto¬ 
ry works, in Lawrence (April 
9), Lynn (May 4), Groton (May 
12) and Newport, R.l. (May 
19). 

The Majestic engagement 
will be Ballet Theatre’s fourth 
season presenting its original 
version of the Christmas classic. 
Last year the company present¬ 
ed 22 performances of the ballet 
in Milton, Topsfield, Reading, 
Hopkinton, Malden and Mar¬ 
blehead. The new, more elabo¬ 
rate production in Boston is 
expected to bring new audi¬ 
ences who are looking for a 
fresh, alternative presentation at 
affordable prices. Tickets range 
from $10.50 to $22.50 with spe¬ 
cial discounts for students and 
seniors and even lower group 
rates for school children. 

Auditions for children’s 
roles in BTB’s The Nutcracker 
will be announced at a later 
date.

Spring 1991 Colloquium 

Cases in Backyard Revolution: The 
Cambridge Innerbelt 
Presenters: Anstis Benfield and Barbara 
Ackermann, Thursday, April 25, 3:00- 
5:00 p.m. in 111 Mahoney Hall, Univer¬ 
sity of Lowell. 

The present colloquium is included the 
curriculum of Dr. Mark Levine’s course 
Psychology of a Middle-Sized City. The 
colloquium will present community 
response to a questionable public or pri¬ 
vate sector policy or practice. Ample 
time will be left for discussion and pre¬ 
sentation of other examples. 

For a decade beginning in the early 
1960’s, a corridor through the cities of 
Cambridge and Somerville was the pro¬ 
posed site of a six lane highway. Its con¬ 
struction would have displaced 5,000 
residents living in what planners desig¬ 
nated as sub-standard housing. Boston’s 
West End had been recently tom down 
and was to be further “urban renewal” 
effort. The colloquium presenters were 
principals in the community response. 

Anstis Benfield was a young mother 
who felt threatened and consequently 
persuaded scores of neighbors and public 
officials to become involved in saving 


their homes. Barbara Ackermann was a 
Cambridge City Councillor as the prob¬ 
lem surfaced and then the Mayor at the 
“crunch” moment. During the “crunch” 
moment she literally rode a white horse 
down Massachusetts Avenue in Paul 
Revere fashion to warm the citizenry. 
Ms. Ackermann has written a book enti¬ 
tled You the Mayor?: The Education of a 
city Politician discussing her political 
experiences. The chapter entitled “The 
Inner Belt” is available in the Graduate 
Community Social Psychology office. 

Each of the speakers will, also, share 
information about current organizing 
and advocacy at the junction of grass¬ 
roots and municipal levels. Some local 
community organizers are being invited 
to the colloquium to discuss and share. 
Charles Gargiulo, founder of the Coali¬ 
tion for a Better Acre, staff member of 
the Work Environment department at the 
University of Lowell, and Lowell com¬ 
munity activist will be sharing his expe¬ 
riences during discussion. Barbara 
Scavezze, Solid Waste Coordinator for 
the city of Chelmsford and recycling 
activist for that city, will be discussing 
her experiences.

A certain ruthlessness 

If you are a student who's contemplating being a 
resident student (dorm dweller) next semester, you 
should read the "Choices" booklet and your con¬ 
tract very carefully. Your contract will be for the 
entire year, unless you are thrown out of the dorms 
or you graduate mid-year. Otherwise, you will lose 
not only your deposit but you will have to pay for 
half of the Fall semester charges if you back out 
between July 16 and the first day of classes. That's 
right, you'll have to give the University $800 
(approx.) despite the fact that you've received no 
services. - . 

If, on the second day of classes, you decide that 
your dorm is a hellish zoo, you will have to pay the 
them a cool $2,000 (your deposit, 100% of your Fall 
semester fee and 50% of your Spring fee). Finally, if 
you have the unmitigated gall to want to leave the 
dorms after the last business day in November, you 
owe the university for both semesters. 

The Residence Life rationale for these charges is, I 
believe, that they help persuade students to stay in 
the dorms for a full year, preventing them from mov¬ 
ing into apartments. This practice will also provide 
needed funds for the university in these times of 
declining enrollment. Now, while everybody is in 
favor of the university having money, there remain 
better ways to get it. 

By vindictively bleeding students who want to 
leave the dorms, we make the university a much less 
desirable place to attend. There's nothing wrong 
with imposing penalties upon students for leaving 
the dorms at mid-year. But making these students, 
who may well be leaving for economic reasons, pay 
large amounts of money is far too ruthless. 

If you're considering living in the dorms, it will 
be worth you while to think your decision through 
before you're in a situation where you have no 
"Choices." 

On the positive side, the Residence Life office 
should be complimented for proposing "substance- 
free environment" housing.

What we should do about the Massachusetts 


public higher education (Part 1 of 2) 


Budget problems, over¬ 
crowded classrooms, overbur¬ 
dened teachers and endangered 
accreditation have become so 
familiar these days that nary an 
eyebrow is raised at their men¬ 
tion. Of course, the situation at 
Massachusetts’ state colleges is 
disheartening at times. We all 
know the troubles of registra¬ 
tion, of student unemployment, 
of overcrowded classes and 
understaffed libraries. To be 
overwhelmed, however, is to 
retreat and surrender, to give up. 

Shall we lie still and contin¬ 
ue to stand at the whipping post 
for Governor Weld and his ruth¬ 
less administration's face-sav¬ 
ing cuts? We have sadly been 
too complacent in our insulated 
shrine of academia. For too long 
our grievances and disgruntled 
groans have been heard by only 
a few outside our campuses. 
Why? 

First, as a voting bloc stu¬ 
dents have traditionally been 
ineffective. Legislators rarely 
concern themselves with the 
student vote because we do not 
turn out at the polls, we do not 
write letters and we do not tele¬ 
phone or personally communi¬ 
cate with our representatives. 
Believe me, it is simple to 
ignore constituents who are 
silent and seemingly uncon¬ 
cerned about their own welfare. 
Take for example the solid vot¬ 
ing bloc the aged in our com¬ 
munity control. Even hushed 
whispers about cutting Medi¬ 
caid or Social Security causes 
near riots in the House and Sen¬ 
ate members’ offices. 


Second, students and teach¬ 
ers have done little to dismiss 
the “hack” label that has been 
heaped upon us from the blue- 
blood ivory (ivy)-tower of Gov¬ 
ernor Weld and from the oppor¬ 
tunistic Howie Carrs of the 
world. The administration hir¬ 
ing former state legislators in 
this time of under-the- micro¬ 
scope inspection has done little 


to increase our standing to the 
everyday guy on the street. How 
in the world do we expect to 
gain the public’s support when 
we insist on affronting them 
with our poor decision-making?

If the legislature insists 
on using us as their scape-goat 
then we must defend ourselves. 

Finally, students and teach¬ 
ers must gain the compassion of 
the everyday worker. We have 
to stop our moaning and groan¬ 
ing antics and start doing some¬ 
thing useful with our time. If we 
crack the vindictive and mistak¬ 


en impression of students as 
nothing more than lazy oafs we 
are one giant step closer to 
proper representation in our 
government. As long as Howie 
Carr can slam us in his “public” 
forum, we are at his mercy. We 
will never get a fair shake until 
we are above reproach. We all 
must work to make ourselves 
into an institution that is perfect. 


or at least more perfect than our 
detractors think they are. 

We have among us some of 
the world’s brightest minds. Yet 
when budget conversations arise 
we all seem mired in self-pitied 
complaining. Why can’t we, the 
students and faculty come up 
with solutions rather than mere 
complaints. The time has passed 
for bellyaching. This situation 
SUCKS the wind right out of 
our sails. There is no need to 
complain anymore; its not help¬ 
ing. We are preaching to the 
choir when we sulk. Instead, we 
must rise above the problems 
and think objectively about 
solutions. Let's show the state 
and our fellow state schools that 
we can make a change. Please 
take this as an invitation. Jot 
down your ideas and let’s get 
this ball rolling.

Let’s make a difference before 
the summer break.

When in the course of student events... 


Two weeks ago, I wrote a 
story for the Connector that 
dealt with upcoming changes 
here at ULowell. While 
researching, I spoke to many 
students. A surprising number 
were not aware of any changes 
at all. Here on the editorial 
pages, I am addressing those 
individuals, students, faculty 
and staff, who are aware of the 
situation we are currently fac¬ 
ing. 

I would like to encourage 
those members of the Universi¬ 


ty community to share what 
they know. Today at UMass 
Amherst and Boston, many pro¬ 
fessors were not in class. They 
were taking part in a walkout in 
protest of the proposed fur¬ 
loughing of state workers. At 
ULowell, few professors have 
even mentioned this possibility 
to their classes. I believe that 
our instructors have a great deal 
of support among the student 
body, and would be well-served 
by taking five minutes of class 
time to explain the current situa¬ 


tion to their classes. 

ULowell is at a critical point 
right now; the advent of the 
long awaited merger with the 
four other state universities 
finds us in a difficult fiscal posi¬ 
tion. That is why, at this time 
especially, it is important for 
students to be cognizant of their 
changing environment. If the 
merger is actually intended to 
produce real qualitative and 
quantitative improvements for 
this campus and for the future 
of state higher education in gen¬ 


eral, then students must accept 
some responsibilities. Namely, 
these include their responsibility 
to hold the new "superboard" of 
the University of Mas¬ 
sachusetts, the new Secretary of 
Education, the state legislature, 
and Governor Weld to the stan¬ 
dards that they claim to be set¬ 
ting. If the quality of education 
is to be improved, priorities 
must be set and adhered to. 

Students cannot leave this 
tremendous task to a single stu¬ 
dent trustee from Lowell, who 


will only have a term every few 
years. They must take the ini¬ 
tiative and question the deci¬ 
sions which are being made 
about their school. This means 
more than voting once a year, 
this means asking questions, 
and taking action to guide the 
decisions before they are made 
final.

Do you Drive Drunk? 


Here is something we 
hope will wave yonr future 
actions. 

With increasing prob¬ 
lem of drunk driving in Mas¬ 
sachusetts, more college stu¬ 
dents have been affected both 
directly and indirectly by the 
harsher laws and regulations. 

To determine the effect 
of this problem on our college 


community, a group of 
ULowell students decided to 
survey their peers regarding 
this issue: 45% of those sur¬ 
veyed claimed to drink more 
than once a week (keep in 
mind that the majority were 
between the ages of 18-22); 
79% designate a driver, but 
only 50% of them stay sober, 
21% never designate a driver; 
23% have at some point been 


arrested for OUI or DWI; 65% 
admit not to have been in con¬ 
trol when driving drunk; 41% 
have lost a friend or relative 
through drunk driving. 

Almost half of those 
say it has changed their atti¬ 
tudes towards driving drunk. 
Let’s hope this has changed 
yours, because drunk driving 
accidents are increasing every 
year resulting in more deaths.

(CPS) - Almost a 
month after the U.S. suspended 
offensive military actions in the 
Persian Gulf region, war after¬ 
shocks rippled through several 
campuses. 

A group called BURP 
(Berkeleyans United for a Right 
Press) stole 16,000 copies of 
the Daily Californian off news¬ 
stands March 24, calling the 
effort a protest of the paper’s 


lack of coverage of the U.S. 
victory in the war. 

“Today we have freed 
the campus of your vile report¬ 
ing, but only for a day,” a 
BURP letter sent to the Califor¬ 
nian’s office read. 

Three days earlier. 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln 
junior Paul Koester filed an 
official complaint to get UNL 
officials to take down a big yel¬ 


low ribbon draped over the 
entrance to a campus classroom 
building. 

The ribbon, Koester 
says, suggests “blind support” 
for U.S. Persian Gulf Policy, 
and violated university bans on 
putting political posters or dis¬ 
plays on campus trees, win¬ 
dows, doors, walls buildings or 
fence posts. 


(CPS) - A combination 
of cool weather and tough new 
restrictions on bikinis, drinking 
and mooning passersby left 
Palm Springs, a major Spring 
Break mecca, “really quiet” the 


third week of March, city 
police Sgt. Ron Starrs said. 

“We did not get the 
crowds we expected,” he 
added.
